Andover is known for many 
things, but one of its chief products 
which gains national and even 
international attention is the town’s 
fame as an education center. 

Within the next month, the public 
and private schools of Andover will 
welcome a record 16,553 students 
in their quest for knowledge, 

Of this total there will be an 
estimated 5,482 entering the public 
schools when the doors swing open 
on Thursday, Sept, 5. 

This is an increase of close to 
300 pupils over the total enroll- 
ment on opening day a year ago, 
according to Supt. of Schools, Ed- 
ward I, Erickson, The estimated 
figure is expected to increase prior 
to opening day, as new families 
move into town, In past years the 
estimate figure, established in the 
spring by the school department, 
has generally always increased, 

There will be some adjustments 
necessary in the elementary 
grades in order to accomodate 
overcrowding conditions, Some of 
the overcrowding is due to the 
Bancroft School not being ready 
for occupancy. Pupils in the south 
section of town will go on double 


is expected to be ready. 

Supt. Erickson said new teachers 
are still being interviewed and 
hired for the coming year, There

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Preliminary plans for the pro=

The building committee at its 
meeting Tuesday night examined 
the plans as provided by archi- 
tect Philip Burn of Melrose.

Raytheon, thanks toa town meet= 
ing vote a week ago, intends to 
remain as an “‘important and re- 
sponsible corporate citizen of the 
community,*® a company spokes~ 
man said Wednesday. 

The special town meeting 
was a by a record over ~ 
3,000 voters who jammed Phil- 
lips Academy gymnasium and

examined 40 sites since the end 
of 1967 and had found the Ando= 
ver location the most suitable for 
its needs, 

Both Stobo and Joseph Glas- 
ser, Andover plant manager for 
Raytheon, expressed the feeling 
that the firm liked Andover and 
wanted to remain in the commun=- 
ity. 

Town Manager Richard J. Bo- 
wan explained the financial bene- 
fits of Raytheon’s remaining in 
the community, He said that the 
company, which is now the town’s 
top taxpayer, would produce a 
$4 benefit to the tax rate at the 
time of its completion of con- 
struction, This would also include 
the payment of bonds which the 
town would have to purchase to 
provide sewer and water lines to 
the plant, 

Summing up the proponents 
case were Rep, Paul W, Cronin 
and Wolf Berthold, chairman of 
the Industrial-Development com- 
mission, both of whom urged 
passage to allow the continued 
residency of the company in And= 
over, 

Berthold spoke of his commis=- 
sion’s work in providing proper 
safeguards for the residential 
neighborhood which will abut the 
industrial property, 

Cronin, along with Berthold, ex- 
pressed the opinion that Ray- 


theon’s permanency here was 
beneficial not only to Andover, 
but to the entire Merrimack Val- 
ley area, 

Opponents of the article said

History may well record last week’s special town meet- 
ing as the most exemplary display of Democracy this town 
has ever seen. 

To be sure the results of the session will have a far 
reaching effect on the future of this community and the 
entire Merrimack Valley. The decision to rezone land to 
provide Raytheon Co., with a suitable site for a new plant 
was approved by a three to one margin. Naturally some 
residents were not pleased with the results. 

Of particular interest, however, was the turnout of 
voters to act on the vital issues. Never, in the history of 
the town has there been such a turnout. The over 3,000 
registered voters who attended and stayed through the 
long, hot night are to be commended for their interest. 

Pre-meeting concern of town officials as to whether a 
quorum could be obtained was quickly dispelled long 
before the meeting hour approached on the original night, 
Wednesday. With 350 voters needed, the numbers were in 
the thousands long before the 8 p.m. convening time. 

The switch to Phillips Academy gymnasium and cage 
on Thursday night allowed the accommodation of all 
who wished to speak and vote on the issue. 

The decision to allow Raytheon to build in Andover was 
wise, 

It will insure the rentention of the town’sbiggest tax- 
payer and in years to come with its larger facility will 
contribute toward easing the already heavy tax burden on 
local property owners.

Massachusetts 
Motorists Pay 


Heavy Taxes 


The average Massachusetts 
motorist will pay more than $145 
in state and federal road taxes this 
year, according to JohnF, Battles, 
executive director of the Massa~ 
chusetts Petroleum Council, 

Battles said total state and 
federal taxes levied on 2,2 million 
Bay State vehicles will total 
$304,000,000 in 1968, The 
Commonwealth’s highway user 
revenues are collected primarily 
from state taxes on gasoline, motor 
vehicle registrations and license 
fees, he added, while federal taxes 
are collected on gasoline, auto~ 
mobile tires, tubes, tread rubber 
and lubricating oil. 

The state tax on gasoline is 6 
1/2 cents a gallon, yielding 
$117,000,000 a year from Massa~ 
chusetts drivers, while the federal 
gasoline tax is four cents a 
gallon, yielding $72,000,000, Bat= 
tles said, a net total of $189,000,000 
a year in gasoline taxes, 

Thus each driver pays more than 
$85 annually in state and federal 
gasoline taxés alone, Battles said, 
and consumes more than 800 gal- 
lons, 

Gasoline consumption is growing 
by more than _ three percent 
annually in Massachusetts, Battles 
reported, and will exceed 1.9 bil- 
lion gallons for 1968,

Work on the new Bancroft School 
is moving ahead on what appears 
to be on schedule for a January 
opening of the elementary facility.

Scores Victories 


Significant breakthroughs in the 
fields of election laws, juvenile de- 
linquency, teaching of the handi= 
capped and consumer protection, 
highlighted the legislative vic- 
tories of the five young Repub- 
lican legislators known as “‘The 
Monday Group”? in a report re~ 
leased today. 

The five Republicans, Reps. Paul 
W. Cronin of Andover, Martin 
Linsky of Brookline, John McGlen~ 
non of Concord, Harry Read 
of Sandwich, and John St, Cyr of 
Millis, co-filed 19 bills for con- 
sideration in the recently com- 
pleted 1968 legislative session, 
Fourteen of these proposals were 
signed into law by the Governor 
in some form, This represents 
a substantial improvement over the 
batting averages of the legislative 
packages filed by the Democratic 
leadership, the so-called Demo- 
cratic Study Group, and the 
sponsors of the Republican Wor- 
cester Platform Convention, 

Among, the key bills filed by the 
**Monday Group”® which were en= 
acted into law were: 

Legislation to provide for absen- 
tee ballots in special and munici- 
pal elections, 

Legislation to permit deaf people 
to teach similarly afflicted stu- 
dents in our public schools. 

Legislation to prohibit gas sta~ 


tion games, 
Legislation to extend the highly 
successful school adjustment 


counsellor program to secondary 
schools, 

The group also filed five bills 
relating to drug abuse which were 
referred as resolves to the legis~- 
lative committee studying drug 
dependency, of which rep. McGlen- 
non is a member, 

Two other resolves sponsored by 
**The Monday Group” are a study 
of safety standards on school buses 
and a review of Massachusetts law 
relating to the treatment of al- 
coholics, 

Anticipating re-election, the five 
lawmakers have already begun 
work on a legislative program for 
1969. Principle areas under con- 
sideration are recommendations 
on legislative procedure and urban 
problems, The Republican quintet 
utilizes diverse political back- 
grounds researching their leg- 
islative proposals, Rep, Cronin is 
a former administrative aide to 
Congressman F, Bradford Morse, 
Linsky is a former legislative
